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The Bishop’s Page 


As usual at the approach of Convention I take occasion 
to remind the clergy and lay delegates and the delegates to 
the House of Churchwomen and Auxiliary of the great im- 
portance of the gathering for our Diocesan work. It is a 
period not only of business which must be transacted and 
of plans and policies and ideals which must be presented, 
but also a time in which the ties of fellowship are deepened 
among us, our vision cleared and our hearts inspired. 

This year we are all eager to make the Convention Week 
especially notable because of the presence of the Bishop 
Coadjutor. We shall listen eagerly for his message with 
such of his plans and policies as he may care to present to 
us. We shall gain new enthusiasm and devotion through 
his presence and his words. 

There are always important matters before Convention, 
such as elections and finances. This year there will also be 
consideration of plans for reorganization of the Diocesan 
Council. At the last Convention report was made by a spe- 
cial committee proposing a plan. The Convention deferred 
_action and asked that the plan be printed before the meet- 
ing this year. That plan appears elsewhere in this issue. 
Also, the Bishop Coadjutor is presenting a plan and I hope 
that both clergy and laity will give careful consideration to 
these proposals. 

Don’t forget the dinners! Whichever dinner you are 
going to, don’t forget to get your tickets in advance! 
Whichever House you belong to, be punctual at all the ses- 
sions and stay through! Your presence, your interest, your 
prayers will help to make it a great occasion. 


Christian Last summer, as perhaps a few readers of 
Marriage this paper will remember, the Editor an- 


nounced that an envelope of material ready 
for the printer was lost. In that envelope there was a mes- 
sage from the Coadjutor-elect and also, among other things, 
some paragraphs for the Bishop’s Page on the matter of 
Christian Marriage. Ever since then I have waited a good 
opportunity to write again about the matter. 

My special purpose was to bring to the attention of 
clergy and laity two little books which seem to me of real 
importance. I did have an opportunity to speak of them at 
the Clergy Conference. Here they are: 

The first is ‘‘Bond of Honor,’’ by Drs. Robbins and 
Easton of our General Seminary. It is a study of the mar- 
riage service. It tells the history of the service, the his- 
torical meaning of its various parts and then its signifi- 
cance for today. It clears up many points. It is full of 
living interest to young people who are approaching mar- 
riage and to whom the religious meaning of it has never 
been properly revealed. 

At the close of the book one finds that it has been made 
available for others than our own Church people by includ- 
ing the Lutheran and Presbyterian services with ours. 
Every clergyman should have the book and it would be a 
very fine thing if it could be read and studied by those who 
are preparing for marriage. 

The other little book is by the famous Dr. Cabot and is 
called ‘Sex and Christianity.’’ It is of especial importance 
today because of the insistent emphasis upon sex in all the 
talk about marriage. Dr. Cabot brings to bear upon the 
matter his immense experience and wide knowledge. He is, 
I think, completely right in pointing out that there are 
many things other than sex adjustment which lead on the 


one hand to the breaking up of married happiness, on the 
other to its richness and beauty. He is especially insistent 
about the part which moral and religious factors play. The 
book is throughout healthily sound and Christian. It 
should be a help to clergy and laity alike. 


So much for the two books. Now let me say just a word 
which in a way sums up the message of those small books. 
The Christian ideal is perfectly definite and clear. It is 
that Christian marriage is a life-long union of a man and 
woman. It cannot be entered into with any slightest thought 
that it is a mere temporary contract which can be put off 
at will. There is no place within it for the all too common 
notion that love is a temporary thing and that the marriage 
tie cannot be expected to outlast the passion of the moment. 
No young people should come to marriage in the Church 
without a full understanding of the obligation which they 
are taking upon themselves. Nor should any priest permit 
them to come until he has made every effort to put before 
them clearly that obligation. A successful Christian mar- 
riage means one in which with such ideals and purposes 
two people learn to adjust themselves one to the other in 
and through the many vicissitudes of life, learning self- 
= mutual consideration, courtesy, cleanliness of 

eart. 


Next in order let me say that those who enter upon 
Christian marriage are entering not only upon a personal 
relationship one with another but are forming a new group 
in the community. They constitute a family, or the begin- 
ning of a family unit, that unit which is at the very heart 
of the social order. That is the reason that no family is 
complete without children if through the goodness of God 
children come. 

Finally, and this is of great importance, there can be no 
suceessful Christian marriage unless it is formed from lives 
which are themselves successful. One cannot make one suc- 
eess out of two failures. One cannot make a Christian mar- 
riage out of two unchristian or indifferently Christian lives. 
Husband and wife must both begin with themselves.

The Bishop Coadjutor’s Column 


A priceless story is told of one of our younger clergy 
visiting the homes adjacent to the Parish Church to dis- 
eover those who might be interested in sending their chil- 
dren to his Church School. He rang the bell at one of the 
humble homes and a gray haired old lady appeared at the 
door. With an ingratiating smile the cleric said to her, ‘‘I 
am the new Episcopal minister.’’ She replied, ‘‘ What did 
you say’’’ He answered somewhat more definitely, ‘‘I am 
the new Episcopal minister.’’ Cupping her ear with her 
hand, she answered, ‘‘I am rather deaf and I cannot hear 
you.’’ Whereupon, quite embarrassed, he fairly shouted, 
‘“‘T am the new Episcopal minister.’’ To which came the 
startling rejoinder, ‘‘ Well, what of it?’’ 

Here is an excellent uncanonical text and one that epito- 
mizes the spirit of our age in its demand for reality and for 
a recognition of the moral implications of our profession. 
The challenge belongs to the pew as well as to the pulpit. 
Those who live outside the ranks of organized religion can 
most easily be lured into the fellowship when the loyalty we 
profess is matched by adequate demonstration, when prac- 
tice parallels precept. We cannot detach ourselves from the 
obligation to witness, that is, to give a personal testimony. 
The world is not able to see enough difference between pro- 
fessing Christians and those who claim no allegiance to our 
Master to attract interest and emulation. 

The Cross, it has often been said, is the plus sign, the sign 
of addition. Christianity, when valid and vital, confers in- 
sight, capacity, and an unfaltering dedication to unselfish 
service. The Kingdom grows where there is no lessening of 
the high standard of Christian discipleship. Love for Christ 
provides adequate motivation for service. Christianity is 
something far bigger and finer than mere humanitarianism. 
Our tendency today is to depersonalize our service, to think 
of mankind in the mass, to confine ourselves to needs which 
though essential to man’s well-being, concern only the 
things that are material. Ministry, whether cleric or lay, 
derives its inspiration and its permanence from a sense of 
human brotherhood, motivated by the love of God. 

In no sense oblivious to the need of social reconstruction, 
Jesus was eternally concerned with the individual. His 
solicitude revolved about each single unit in the crowds that 
thronged Him and His heart was deeply touched by those 
oppressed by suffering, disease, sorrow, and exploitation. 
He took the form of a Servant to give dignity and worthful- 
ness to this type of humble dedication. He saw, even in the 
most jaded and perverse, sparks of moral grandeur that 
eould be fanned into a flame of true nobility. It is futile 
to claim fellowship with Christ and not be poignantly con- 
cerned with the lot of the suffering, the sorrowful, and the 
needy. 

Nor is our ministry the reluctant response of a quarry 
slave. It becomes, with the profoundly sincere, a creative 
passion. Thus to sincerity is joined a transfiguring radi- 
ance, the joy of self-forgetful service. Worldly ambitions 
are instinctively submerged and men are lured into the 
Kingdom by the sheer contagion of personal character. 
Youth renders a quick response to the unconscious influ- 
ence of those whose daily lives are a silent witness to the 
reality of their Christian commitment. 

No philosophy has yet been found so convineing and 
alluring as that envisaged by the Lord Christ in His daily 
contact with men. They felt the Presence of God in His 
company. Eternal life became a contemporary achieve- 
ment. They were rendered immune to the moral weaknesses 
of a decadent paganism and they brought to a darkened 
world the transfiguring illumination of One who was truly 
the Light of the World. Something of this triumph must 
be repeated in our lives if the Son of God is to win the 
allegiance and devotion of a host of heart-hungry spiritual 
way-farers. Only through a more complete surrender to 
Christ and His Church of our talents, our time, and our 
substance will we impress upon our world the meaning of 
the life abundant.

May we all renew our friendships with joy during the 
convention gatherings, and be prepared to do our share in 
making the services and meetings experiences of joy and 
erowth for us all.

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The North Tower and Carillon of Grace Cathedral 


Perhaps before this issue of the Pactric CnurcHMAN 
reaches its readers, Dr. Nathaniel Thomas Coulson will have 
signed a contract for the commencement of the pouring of 
the concrete for the superstructure of the north tower of 
Grace Cathedral, which is to house the great carillon of 44 
bells now temporarily installed in the Tower of the Sun at 
the Golden Gate International Exposition. It is the hope of 
Dr. Coulson that, as the result of present studies of the 
interior architecture of the tower, provision may be made 
in it for a select theological library and quiet studies for the 
Bishop and Dean, where they may be free from the frequent 


interruptions incidental to the routine of their regular offices. © 


The contract to be let early in February will provide for 
the completion of about half of the conerete work upon the 
tower. Later in the year Dr. Coulson plans to let an addi- 
tional contract for the completion of the concrete work, and 
it is his hope that during 1940 the tower may be completed. 


The tower and the carillon will literally constitute a monu- 
ment to Dr. Coulson, as provision has been made, by resolu- 
tion of the Board of Directors of Grace Cathedral Corpora- 
tion, for the eventual installation of his ashes in a niche in 
the crypt of the tower. 


J. Sidney Lewis, the organist of Grace Cathedral, has been 
appointed on part time as a earillonneur at the Exposition, 
and to rewrite the hundreds of musical selections which are 
to be played on the earillon while the Exposition is open. In 
this he will be aided by Louis R. Flint, organist and carillon- 
neur of the Glide Memorial Church, and by others still to 
be selected by Mr. Paul Posz, representing H. D. H. Connick, 
Chief Director of the Exposition, who is also a musical 
authority. 

The Exposition is planning to have special programs upon 
the bells morning, noon and sunset, and to reproduce the 
national and local airs and folk musie appropriate to each 
nation, state, organization or movement to which the par- 
ticular days of the Exposition are dedicated. 

A committee upon musie for the earillon, of which Hon. 
Richard M. Tobin is chairman, is aiding in the selection and 
procurement of music appropriate to use upon it. Mr. Tobin 
is particularly interested in suitable music for daily vesper 


programs.

Reorganization of Diocesan Council 


The following proposed amendments for the reorgani- 
zation of the Diocesan Council were submitted to the Con- 
vention last year and will be reconsidered at the coming 
Convention: 


The special committee appointed to “study the composition and 
work of the Council and the De ntal System,’’ has proposed 
amendments of Section 490 (b), 491, 492 (c) and 492 (d) and added 
a new Section numbered 492 (f) of Canon XIX. These proposed 
amendments have, in part, been re-worded but the substance there- 
of has been left unaltered. As so revised said proposed amend- 
ments read as follows: . 


Section 490. (b) The Diocesan Council shall consist of the 
Bishop, Bishop Coadjutor, Bishop Suffragan, if there be one; the 
Archdeacon, the Dean of Grace Cathedral, the Deans of the several 
Convocations, the Treasurer of the Diocese, the President of the 
House of Churchwomen, and the President of the Woman’s Aux- 
itiary, all ex-officio, together with six members, of whom two shall 
be clergymen canonically resident within the diocese and two lay- 
men communicants resident in the diocese, elected by the Conven- 
tion, and two women communicants resident in the diocese, elected 
by the House of Churehwomen. Also, the Ordinary may, if he so 
desires, appoint from those qualified for election two additional 
members. The six elected members and the two appointed mem- 
bers of the Council shall hold office for one year or until their 
successors are elected or appointed. No members, other than ex- 
officio members, shall serve more than two terms successively. The 
Council shall have power to fill, by appointment, vacancies oceur- 
ring in the elected membership; the Ordinary may fill vacancies 
occurring in the appointed membership; such appointees shall serve 
until the next Convention. 


Section 491. The Ordinary shall be the President of the Coun- 
cil, and ex-officio head of each Department thereof. He shall, with 
the approval of the Council, appoint a Chairman of each Depart- 
ment. 

3. 


Section 492. («) The Council may organize from its member- 
ship the following Departments, and such others as the work de- 
mands, and shall determine the scope of the work of each De- 
partment: 

1. A Department of Missions and Church Extension, 

2. A Department of Religious Education. 

3. A Department of Christian Social Service. 

4, A Department of Christian Stewardship. 

Each Department shall have power to appoint, subject to the 
confirmation by the Council, additional members of the Depart- 
ment, who shall have seats and votes in the Department but shall 
have neither seats nor votes, in the Council. The Deans of Con- 
vocation shall be ex-officio members of the Department of Mis- 
sions and Church Extension, Each Convocation shall, at its regu- 
lar fall meeting, elect a member for each of the other Departments. 
No Department shall have less than five or more than eleven 
members. 

4 


Section 492, (d) The Council shall have power to appoint all 
officers and other persons necessary for the prosecution of its 
work, to prescribe their duties, and to fix their salaries, subject 
to such instructions as the annual Convention may deem wise. All 
salaries of Diocesan Officers, other than those fixed by the Con- 
vention, shall be fixed by the Council. All such salaries shall be 
reported to the Convention. 


Section 492. (f) The Council shall have power to require such 
reports, statements, and information as it shall deem necessary as 
to matters within its jurisdiction, from any parish, mission or in- 
stitution which is affiliated with or under the jurisdiction of the 
diocese, and such reports, statements, and information shall be 
promptly given. 

Your Committee on Canons makes no recommendation on the 
foregoing amendments, as they will be presented by the Special 
Committee by which they were proposed. 


Statement of the Anglo California National Bank

Bishop Block’s Proposed Amendments 


The following amendments were submitted by Bishop 
Block to the Diocesan Council for consideration and received 
the unanimous approval of the Council. They will be sub- 
mitted to the Diocesan Convention by the Committee on 
Canons, with their recommendation that they be adopted by 
the Convention. L 


An amendment was proposed by Bishop Block to Section 490 (b) 
of Canon XIX, to read as follows: 


‘*The Diocesan Council shall consist of the Bishop, Bishop Co- 
adjutor and Bishop Suffragan, if there be one, the Treasurer of the 
Diocese, who shall be the Treasurer of the Council, all ex officio, one 
woman communicant, resident in the Diocese to be elected by the 
House of Churchwomen, one woman communicant resident in the 
Diocese to be elected by the Woman’s Auxiliary, six members to be 
elected by the Convention, three of whom shall be clergymen canon- 
ically resident within the Diocese and three of whom shall be laymen 
communicants resident in the Diocese, and four additional members, 
to be appointed by the Bishop or by the Bishop Coadjutor, if so 
authorized by the Bishop, who shall be clergymen, laymen and/or 
women communicants, all resident in the Diocese. The eight elective 
members and the four appointive members of the Council shall be 
chosen in the following manner: 


‘* At the Convention at which this Section becomes effective, three 
clergymen and three laymen communicants shall be elected by the Con- 
vention, one of each class for one year and two of each class for two 
years, and thereafter vacancies resulting from the expiration of the 
term of office of the clerical and lay members shall be filled by the 
Convention for the term of two years. At every Convention one 
woman communicant shall be elected for one year by the House of 
Churchwomen, and one woman communicant for one year by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. At the Convention at which this Section be- 
comes effective, two of the four appointive members shall be ap- 
pointed for two years and two for one year, and at each Convention 
thereafter two such members shall be appointed to serve for two 
years. No member who has served for four consecutive years shall 
be eligible for reelection or reappointment until the expiration of one— 
year. The Council shall have power to fill by appointment vacancies 
caused by death, resignation or removal of elected members, and such 
appointees shall serve until the next meeting of the Convention, when 
such vacancies shall be filled by election for the unexpired term. 
Vacancies in the membership appointed by the Bishop or Bishop 
Coadjutor shall be filled for the unexpired term by the Bishop or 
the Bishop Coadjutor, if so authorized by the Bishop.’’ 


The Committee recommends the adoption of this amendment and 
that the adopting resolution contain the following provision: 


“Resolved, further, that it be, and it hereby is, ordered that this 
amendment take effect immediately upon its adoption.” 


II 


An amendment was proposed by Bishop Block to the last para- 
graph of Section 492 (c), to read as follows: 


“Each Department shall have power to appoint, subject to con- 
firmation by the Council, additional members of the Department; 
provided that the Deans of Convocation shall, ex-officio, be addi- 
tional members of the Department of Missions and Church Exten- 
sion; the members of the Finance Committee of the Convention 
shall, ex-officio, be additional members of the Department of Reve- 
nue; and an additional member of the Departments of Religious 
Education and Social Service, respectively, shall be elected by each 
Convocation at its fall meeting. All additional members of any 
Department shall have seats and votes in the Department, but 


' shall have neither seats nor votes in the Council, unless otherwise 


a member of the Council. Each Department shall annually make to 
the Council, and at such other times and in such form as it may 
require, a report of the work done under its direction.” 


The Committee recommends that this amendment be adopted.
